to chart the unknown realms of the heav¬ 
ens, the seas, and the potentials of reason. 
Newton recognized the hidden relation¬

the same force which holds the moon in 
its orbit. From the recognition of this hid¬ 
den likeness came the Law of Universal 
Gravitation. And Newton’s situation is 
not unlike our own now since education 
remains essentially a process of recognizing 
often hidden likenesses. The ability to 
recognize these allusions and to relate the 
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unknown to the known comes from a cer¬ 
tain spirit of open-mindedness which per¬ 
mits us to think independent of prescribed 
modes of thought. Of the continuing proc¬ 
ess of education, then, it can truly be said 
that the more we learn, the less we know. 

Many of us, I think, have gone through 
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four years of secondary schooling encour¬ 
aged by the comforting knowledge that 
these influential years have given us some 
lofty, if not tangible, moral and ethical 
values. I think, however, that we often 
confuse values and convictions to such a 
great degree that we lose sight of the fact 
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that the latter, like tradition, is based upon 
the accumulation of only censored and 
carefully weeded thought. Since we could 
never complete our high school careers 
without encountering at least a few new 
ideas and opinions, how can we avoid con¬ 
flict with conviction when it is based 
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upon the rejection of any “weeds” which 
might cause us to doubt what we are sure 
is true? Values, on the other hand, are the 
product of genuine open-mindedness and 
are derived only from the experience of 
tearing down false or outdated dogma. 
Conviction is by far the easier pill to swal- 
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low because little work is involved in chart¬ 
ing the already explored. In the end, 
however, a sense of values comes to very 
few men since it requires the most difficult 
of all human tasks: thinking. 

One thing is sure: education and learning 
are for ourselves alone. We differ perhaps 
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about methods of teaching, but we must 
never differ about its ultimate goals. Our 
high school years have been the key build¬ 
ing block upon which the attitudes of 
higher learning and living will be based. 
If we never come to realize that study is 
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as much an attitude and an inquisitive sort 
of spirit as it is dates and names, or num¬ 
bers and parts of speech, we can never 
know how much we have achieved in the 
loni> run. Education is for the betterment 
of the individual first and then for the 
advancement of his community. But when 
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learning treads the well-beaten and famil¬ 
iar path of the rest of society and of con¬ 
viction for security or nostalgia’s sake 
without questioning whether or not a paved 
sidewalk would serve better, then history 
falls from the realms of tendency into pre¬ 
dictable certainty, thought becomes blind 
pedantry, and men assume the homogene- 
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ous shape of the automaton. It would be a 
perfect society in which all men thought 
about their words and actions without 
merely taking them for granted. Perhaps 
the utopian state will never exist, yet within 
our own community, imperfect as it is, it is 
sure that there can be no art, no music, no 
better way of life if conformity of thought 
both reigns and rules.
